Such Will Be The Projected Tunnel Un- 


der The St. Lawrence River. 


New York, April 15.—An application by 


the* Vanderbilt-AVebb interests for power 
to construct, maintain 
and 
operate a 


subway under the St. Lawrence between 
the South Shore and Montreal, will come 
before the railway committee of the privy 
council this week, says a Montreal des- 
patch to The Times. The plans, which are 
now at Ottawa, indicate that the tunnel 
will be the largest in the world. It will 
begin at the South Shore near Longueil, 
pass under St. Helen's island, thenee into 
the city to a central point of the cast end, 
where the canal station will be erected. 
The tunnel will not only be a medium 
for the Quebec southern trains and for 
electric street cars, but for the inter- 
changing of all business traffic and com- 
munication between the South Shore, St. 
Helen's island and Montreal. The subway 
will have two tubes, eacli 27 feet wide 
and 21 feet high. That for car passengers 
and freight will be double tracked. The 
second will be for teams and pedestrians, 
having drives and footways. The cost is 
estimated at from $1,00,000 to $0,000,000.

One day, on hia way to tbe executive 


mansion, Colfax came upon an old man 
just outside tbo capitol grouudu, look- 
ing so dejected and miserable that the 
genial speaker stopped and spoke to 
him. 
Tbe old man begged for aid in 


getting an audience with tbo president, 
us HO far all bis efforts bad been un- 
availing—and added that it was a case 
of life and death. Colfax, moved by tbo 


! old man's distress, brought -him, trem- 


bling with conflicting nope and fear, 
directly into tbe great nnd kindly pres- 
ence. Without-wasting a moment upon 
preliminaries, the petitioner plunged in- 
to tbe heart of his trouble—an old story 
now grown badly familiar to tbe presi- 
dent's ear. 
Briefly, his son had been 


sentenced to death for bating slept as 
bis pot,t 
Ho had relieved a sick com- 


rade tho night before, and overworn 
nature bad huccnmbed. Lincoln liitau- 
od, all tbo kindness of his great heatt 
reflected iu his eyes, but he bad already 
issued so many pardons for this offeube 
that it was beginning to havo a de- 
moralizing influence upon a most im- 
portant part of the service, and con- 
gress had tL..<»igbt best to give tbe pow 
er of confirming tbe death sentence di- 
rectly to the generals in cbargo.

Slender iron ladders are often seen at 


tnr hod to great smokoota-!;?, and e°pu- 
cully to big, lofty llribrick lined stacks 
of iron. Sometimes m tbo case of rwm 
iron chimneys i-tandiug close toother a 1 
light spiral stairway is run up bewtcou I 
thorn to tho top. serving the purpose of 
a ladder and being more couvoniont. 


It doesn't cost very much to build in 


a ladder as the chimney goea up, ajd 
there ife then in place a permanent i-ud 
conveni^-it mean? of gettiug at any part 
of tho o rimuey, insido or ont, for any 
purpose. Brick chimneys are sometimes 
lined with firebrick, ami they aro nlho 
sometimes built with u spaoo between 
the fluo and tho outer utructuro. If for 
any reni-on it should bo desired to goi 
at the interior of a cbminey, the ladder 
affords a ready and convenient means 
of access to the top, fsoin which a man 
can bo lowoml 'in a "rfbs'h's chair. In 
tho cii.so of chimney caps, built perhaps 
of a number of pieces, tho ladder gives 
a convenient means, already in place, 
for gutting at the top of tbo chimney 
for nay repairs that inay bo nocensary. 


Tbo more common uses of tho ladder, 


however, ara those to which it is prim 
arily devoted on iron chimneys, upon 
which it is most commonly found—to 
make more convenient tbo periodical 
inspection of tbe chimney and to make 
tho chimney easier of aocosbfontaregu 
lar painting.—New York Sun.

This atle or alt ~vas occasion- 
ally incorporated with the sobriquet of 
locality aud thus became a recognized 
part of tbe surname itself. Thus such a 
name as John atte Wood, or Gilbert 
atte Wood, has bequeathed us not mere- 
ly tbe familiar Wood, but Artwood and 
Atwood also. In a like manner attu- 
Ridgo has become Attridge; atte-Fiel<l, 
Atfielci, while such other designations 
as atte-Town. atte-Hill, atte-Worth, 
atte-Tree and atte-Cliffo are nowadays 
Attou, Atbill, Atworth, Attree and At- 
cliff e. 


Such a name as De la Dono ,or Atte 


Den, of frequent occurrence formerly, 
aud as Dean or Den, equally familiar 
now, is worthy of particularity. A den 
was n sunken nnd wooded vale, where 
cattle might find alike covert and pas 
ture.

its origin. Then there is no village 01 
hamlet in England which bas not sub 
scribed in this manner to our nomen 
clature, as Ralph de Debenbam or Miles 
de Asbford. A passing from one part, of 
the British empire to another bas been 
a prolific source of names. Thus we 
find Henry de Irlaund, Adam de Irland, 
Roger le Escot and Maurice le Scot. 


Other countries also furnished many 


names. The Arters, once registered de 
Artoys, came from Artoia, the Gaskins 
and Gascoignes, from Gascony, while 
to Champagne wo are indebted for tho 
Obarnpneys. To Lombardy and the 
Jews'we owe the Lombards, Lonmbards 
and Lubbards. From le Aleaian or de 
Alruauia or la Alemaund have sprung 
oux Alemans, Alrnaines and Allmnns 
and through the French probably our 
Dalmaines, Dalmnns aud Dolmans.

Ia every land the natives have a cure, 


or a dozen, to which they trust, besides 
charms. It is probable that the great 
majority of these have never been test- 
ed, and persons who have not looked 
nto the matter naturally blame the 
government and the doctors for neg- 
lecting an inquiry of such profound im- 
portance. 
But 
investigation so far 


has not been encouraging. Nearly al- 
ways it proves that the healing herh is 
chosen nnder the influence of the max- 
im that "like curea like." Our forefa- 
thers held it as strongly as any modern 
savages a few hundred years ago, and 
it is not extinct among us to this day. 
Various plants resemble a snake in 
flower or mode of growth, and for no 
better reason they are accounted reme- 
dies for its bite. A root which curia 
and twists proclaims its own virtue, as 
one" may say, and if it be mottled there 
is no further room for doubt. Some of 
these resemblances aro so strong, in- 
deed, that the fancy of the savage be- 
comes quite intelligible. 


Messrs. Sander introduced a new 


aroid from the Malay countries some 
years ago, the bloom of which is so 
strangely like a cobra in the act of 
striking that the idea of a connection 
between the plant and the snake sug- 
gests itself to even the unlearned ob- 
berver. It is called Arisserna fimbriata. 
We have not heard that the natives use 
it as an antidote to the venom of the 
cobra, but a savant inclined to bet 
would offer long odds that they do. 
Upon the same reasoning the Indiana 
of, Peru use the root of Polyanthus 
tuberosa and a creeper which they call 
huaco. Credible persons have borne 
tobtimony to tho good effect of both, 
but neither could subtain a trial at the 
hands of scientific men in Lima. In the 
successful cases reported, either the 
poison had not been imbibed or else 
tho snake did not really belong to a 
poisonous species. 


The famous markhor of the Himala- 


yas, which young bportsmen dream 
about—and old ones, too, for that mat- 
ter—is said to eat snakes—*in fact, that 
is the meaning of the word markhor. 
Tho statement is not improbable, if it 
be true, as highland shepherds allege 
that goats wage war onth&adders. But 
in the entrails of any old markhor that 
mystic substance bezoar is found soine- 
ttmes. 


It may be suspected indeed that most 


of the "btoncs" used as ch&ruid, which 
puzzle European observers by thoir 
singular formation, would be recognized 
nt sight by a Chinese doctor us bezoar. 
Tho latest testimony which wo have 
noticed fc tho merit of "SBako stones" 
is that o"f Mr. Selous. He describes one 
from his own observation and experi- 
onco as light, porous, polished on the 
upper surface, which had blacki&h and 
grayish rnottlings, rough below. The 
latter was applied to the wound, and it 
Backed up the poison like a sponge, giv- 
ing it off "in a thin white thread" 
when plunged in ammonia. This stone 
belonged to a Boer, in whose family it 
had remained for several generations. 
Mr. Selons gives some examples of ita 
efficacy from his own knowledge. 
But 


ho did not personally witness any of 
them. 


Such stories ara innumerable, and 


many of them rest upon good authori- 
tj. One of the best will bo found in 
Frank Buckland's'Curiosities of Nat- 
ural History.' In this instance the 
"stone" was submitted to analysis at 
the College of Surgeons, and readers 
who have a healthy love foisthe marvel- 
ous will be delighted to leiirn that Mr. 
Quekett, the chemist of that institu- 
tion, couldlnake nothing of it. He sat- 
isfied himself that it was j a vegetable 
substance, but the resources of science 
could not go beyond that. It seems 
curious that so little should be known 
about these things when a'scoreat least 
are in the hands of rich and charitable 
Hindoos, who lend them in case of need. 
Some of those gentlemen would not ob- 
ject to an examination probably. But 
doctors are hard worked inrlndia, and 
they commonly despise all>ttreatment 
which is not regular. ThereJis no regu- 
lar treatment for snake bitej however, 
30 they might allow Ihemsqlves an ex- 
cursion into unauthorized realms. 


Much has been done of late years, 


indeed, and it may be hoped-that a real 
cure, with no mystery abotit'-it, will be 
discovered soon. That is beyond our 
theme. But we need not .travel to In- 
dia for a snake stone. Thei5e"is a speci- 
men in Scotland older probably than 
any of these foreigners and more re- 
nowned—the Lee penny, now* by latest 
report, in the hands of Lockhart of 
Lee. It must be admitted that this ven- 
erable object is rather too-isuch of a 
panacea. One might -feel-snore confi- 
dence in its efficacy againsfc'«nake bite 
if it did^iot also profess to«Jnre hydro- 
phobia, bams and tti'e cattl* plague.

If the proverb "All's not gold that 


glitters" were amended to read "All 
are -not diamonds that glitter," -it 
would be equally true and perhaps more 
apt; for there's fully as much glitter 
about jewels, real and falso, as there is 
in gold and its imitations. It is by art- 
fully turning and twisting in the light 
his tastefully mounted bit of glass that 
the flimflam dealer in the goods of' the 
famous Dazzle Jewel company is able 
*to catch "the fancy and tempt the vanity 
of the gullible customer, who buys for 
25 cents an article which if it were 
what it purports to oe would cost from 
$100 to $500 


To be sure, there are people Jwho 


purchase paste diamonds knowingly 
Occasionally an actress who cannot af- 
ford such a luxury and'whose admirers 
have not yet bestowed real diamonds 
upon her wears paste on the stage. In 
this case she knows exactly what she ia 
about in making her purchase.

fulness that actresses and eingers who

It is even alleged that women in pri-

dollars, also resort to this device, secur- 
ing peace of mind by sending their real 
j jewels to a safety deposit vault and 
Wearing clever imitations at reception*, 
theaters and balls.

Hunting For1 Ostrich E«a». 


"Once, and once only," says H. B. 


Tristman, an English traveler In Sa- 
hara, "I bad the good fortune to take 
an ostrich's nest, although fresh eggs 
Were not Infrequently brought in by 
the Arabs. ^Ve obsetved with our tele- 
scopes two birds standing Tor some 
time In the same spot and were in- 
duced to ride toward them. They 
rapidly scudded off, but on intersecting 
their track we turned back and re- 
traced It in&tead of continuing a vain 
pursuit. An ostrich's track is by no 
raeatfs easy either to follow or to re- 
trace, for his stride measures, when lie 
is at full speed, from 21> to 28 feet, and 
the oblong impression of two toes at so 
wide intervals affords no very evident 
track to any eyes less expert than 
those of a Bedouin huntsman. 


"We retraced the Impression to the 


spot where we had seen the 
bird<< 


standing together and wbeio the sand 
was well trodden down. Two Arabs 
at once dismounted and began to dig 
with their hands, and presently they 
brought up four fresh eggs from a 
depth of about a foot under the warm 
sand.

expense and trouble and wire fences 
have been used to protect the oysters 
from the starfish. 

For this trouble tbe defilement of 
the water by sewajre and waste of va-

manufacturing 
establishments 


have usually been blamed, eomctlme* 
Justly, sometimes without C«UM-. What 
the oyster ascst ba-*e or it will perish 
to c foil supply of carbonate of lime 
with \vliich to build its shell. Near the 
mouths of rivers, where carbonate of 
lime in mechanical solution, as it is ex- 
pressed, comes down from the hills and 
plains of the interior In drainage, tbe 
oyster has all tbe material it needs for 
building Its house, and at Ibe same 
time the inflowing tide brings It ample 
food.—Boston Transcript

Sd. a time after upward I 
of £20,000 has been, expended in ob- I 
talning a real, solid, stable definition. ' 


To the average landsman a ship is 


"outward bound" when it 1ms started 
from ita moorings on a Journey. But 
many thousands of pounds have been 
spent trying to extract from our learn 
ed judges an authoritative definition 
of the expression. 


The matter was discussed In tbe 


admiralty court for sis hours on cinl 
not long ago. 
It was an insurance 


case, and the policy of insurance only 
covered the time "between the vessel 
being outward bound and homeward 
bound," and tbe law was asked to de- 
cide whether the ship was "outward 
bound" when an accident occurred. She 
had left the docks and was steaming 
down the river. She had her full crew, 
all her panstnyors and ell her cargo. 
Surelj'j 
then, 
she 
was 
"outward 


bound?" 
No, she was not, for tho 


reason that she intended to stop some 
distance clown tbe river to take in a 
little extra coal for her own consumjv 
tion. To be "outward bound" a vessel 
must ha\e no intention of stopping for 
any purpose whatever until she reaches 
her first port of call. If she does not 
intend to make any such stop, she Is 
"outward bound" as soon as she has 
swung herself out of dock and is sail- 
ing or steaming down river. She may 
even be made to stop, but she must not 
anticipate or intend to stop. 
She 5s 


only "outward bound" when she is on 
her actual journey and not on a pi-e- 
limiaary trip to pick up passengers, 
mails, cargo, coals, water or anything 
like thai. 
And this decision, which 


will last so long as it is uucontestcd, 
has cost thousands of pounds to arrive 
at. 


If a will be made and 'some of the 


words are erased, so that they cannot 
be read wthout a lens, are those words 
"apparent?" Such a queston has oc- 
curred more than once, and the bills 
for their decision have been very, very 
Jong. In the case just mentioned the 
words would not be "apparent," the 
ruling being that for words to be "ap- 
parent" they must be readable without 
the need of any artificial facilities. 


The word "accident" has bothered n

If, fbr instance, the 


person were pulling the bee by the near 
hind leg in HUCU a manner as to cause 
Jt annoyance, so that it might reason- 
ably bo expected to sting the person, 
It would not be an "accident." What 
It would be is undecided. \Ve cari 
only suggest "suicide," 
f» r sudden 


death from unnatural causes must be 
either accidental, murderous or sulci- 
dul, and, as a bee Is not amenable to 
British laws, it could not be murder.

We wora high on the slopes of Mount 


Orizaba, in California, creeping aronud 
a spar from rock to rock, in the center 
cf as wild and remarkable a country as 
cau be imagined.

The higher we crept, leading 
our well trained mustangs, the stronger 
came the wind, and with it the faint 
bleat of the wild goat on some distant 
crag, or the hoarse cry of tho bald head- 
ed eagle that circled high above tho 
Hummit. 


We were not in search of tho hetds 


of goats which frequent the summit, 
but a rarer game—a small herd ot wild

The elope of the mountain 


w'ae filled with cactus aud rock that had 
rolled down from the summit, and tho 
slightest carelessness would havecr&atod 
a fatal slide for horse and ridor At last 
we Flood On a lofty pinnacle that over 
looked the series of ridgos extending to 
the weht. Almost two miles away u herd 
of wild goats could ue seen moving 
along over the ftray ridgos. immediate 
ly below wore three doep cauyous, and 
on a &mall mei-a or slope, extending 
down into a grove of cottoziwoods, wen 
three dark objects that in tho peculiar 
atmospheric conditions Jookud eiior 
tnous. They were either wild cuttle or 
the wild burros of our search and that 
they had seen us evou at this long dig 
tanco was evident, for they btoou a mo 
incur, thou turned and disappeared 
down the elope of Oottouwoad cuuyon 


We jumped into the saddle and tkirfc 


ed the mountain side as rapidly ns pos 
aiblo, then coming to i\u impenetrable 
slope dismounted and led the horsos, 
slidiug over the talus, until tho rulga 
w»s reached, then mounted aud rodu 
down iuto the canyon at full speed, 
finally reaching the divide over which 
the mysterious game had disappeared 
As wo approached we moved with the 
greatest caution oud finally, looking 
over a ridga, saw before UB a long mesa 
reaching down into a greou aud deep 
canyon. The mesa was covered with 
loose rooks, and in the center rose u 
great mass of porphyry, grim and for 
bidding. We rode carefully over the di 
vide, when suddenly, changing our po 
sition, we saw not 800 yards away the 
three strange objects. There was uo 
mistaking them now. They were the 
wild burros—great browuand bluck fel- 
lows, their enormous ears standing 
erect, all facing us and well bunched. 


We stood perfectly still, wondering 


if it were possible to get nearer before 
making the charge, and then, as they 
turned, we slipped behind the rooks and 
ran our horses nfc this barrier. 
But 


when we reached it we found that tho 
cunning burros had gone at full speed 
400 or 500 yards and were again stand- 
ing waiting for developments. A little 
canyon entered the mesa near us, aud 
into this wo walked and ran the horses 
nnder cover for some distance, then, 
looking to the cinches, the lariat carrier 
taking his rope in hand, we put spurs 
to our horsos and dashed up to the di 
vide. Our calculations had been correct 
NoS 500 feet away fitopd the burros, ex- 
actly as before, but looking fixedly at 
the big rock \vnere we had disappeared. 
The wind was from them, and they had 
not scented us. The moment we appear 
ed they wheeled like antelopes and 
dashed away over the rocks, and there 
followed as wild a race as one would 
care to indulge in 


The borros ran like deer along the 


meea, while the mustangs, mad with 
excitement, simply flew over the field 
of rock. It seemed incomprehensible 
that u burro could distance a mustang, 
yet these clumsy creatures, at home m 
the rough country, gradually increased 
their speed and plunged over the rocka 
with the greatest ease, now down a 
steep arroyo, dashing along the rocky 
bottom, up the other side, pounding the 
gravel, leaping gullies aud finally mak- 
ing for the mountain ' aide. Their ma- 
neuvers showed their cunning, for they 
invariably selected the roughest place*, 
hoping to discourage the horses. 


The mustangs followed a breakneck 


pace, yet'never stumbling, until finally 
wo 'began to guin, and then the horse* 
spurted, niid we were upon .the flying 
burros. We bqd, no, desire' to injuie 
them and several time* could have 
touched them l?y au extra exertion*. The 
lariat was now 9ircJing, and H uioraeut 
later it woiit whistling through tho air 
aud dropped over ,fbe lonq ears of' a 
burro. ( The broncho stopped, stiffened 
back upon bis haunches','and the big- 
gest of the trio was suddenly arrested 
in his flight Ha did- not surrender, 
however, and finally broke the lariat 
and rushed away, only to ba toped 
•gain after a pitiless chase.—C, F 
Holder in New Yotk Post

There Are fto Taxe*, No Constable* 
and No fr'mlnalB Tbere. 
Hastings is fa little village seated 


amid tho "White mountains on the 
boundary between Maine and New 
iampshire, and is the most unique in 


r England, perhaps in the civilized 


world. 


It contains 800 inhabitants within 


he village proper, with as many more 
it work cutting and hauling lumber to 
ho village from tbe slopes of the sur- 
ounding mountains. It has two large 
manufacturing industries, large store, 
ind boarding houses, 26 residences, 
wstoffice, electric plant, lighted streets, 
tc., railroad, telephone, excellent water 
ystom and sewerage—in short, as many 
rnodenv conveniences as any village of 
ts size in New England. Yet it is nei- 
her city, town, plantation nor even au 
ncorporated place. It is nothing. 


Its inhabitants pay no taxes of any 


ort. Babies have been born here, have 


rn to manhood and become heads 


f families and never known what it was 
,o pay one cent for taxes 


There are, of course, a wild land tax 


,nd a, state tax on the mill property, 
rat those are paid by nonresidents and 
,re something with which the inhabit- 
.nts have nothing to do. On the other 
land, no inhabitant can vote. They 
.re, as a rule, well educated, the daily 
lapcrs have a large circulation and tha 
people are well posted in current events 


Yet here, in the very heart of New 


England, is a community who have no 
more voice or influence in national, 
tate, county or town affairs than 
bough they lived in the heart of Rns- 
la 
Here are gray haired American 


itizens who have never cast a ballot. 
,nd cannot fco long as thoy live here. 


It is tho most cosmopolitan village in 


Sew England. Every nation on earth 
s or has been represented here 


The most remarkable thing about 


his most remarkable place is tbe entire 
absence of crime. Notwithstanding this 
heterogeneous population there are no 
loliee, not even a constable. .There was 
a sort of constable here, but bis com- 
niibbion expired, and his duties bad 
jcen &o light he did not consider it 
worth his while to renew it. 


Here is the only village in the United 


States to which thoro is no carnage 
oad The only means of transportation 
o or from the outside world is by a 
ailroad. This railroad starts nt Giload 
and follows the valley of the Wild river 
along a route so narrow that in many 
ilares tbere is barely room for the rails 
On every other bide of tho village are 
mountains so steep that even a i'ootman 
;an climb their sides only with diffi- 
culty and ?o high that tbe eun is visible 
only part of tbe day. 


When this railroad was first built a 


lew persons ventured to drive a carriage 
over the ties. Bnt it proved so difficult 
ind dangerous that this method of 
•caching the village has been aban- 
doned- 


Tins railroad is one of the wonders 


of New England, It penetrates 14 miles 
nto tho wildest defiles of the "White 
mountains. A ride upon it is a new ex- 
perience, even to a traveler who lias 
visited every country upon the globe 
You follow the binuous Wild river, 
whirling around curves of 40 degrees, 
where it ser-ms impossible for a train to 
;o. You climb the eides of mountains 
it an elevation of 400 feet to the mile, 
wbero a horse could scarcely go and 
could not haul a load, you'shoot down 
declivities which are almost precipices, 
where a break m the machinery means 
death. Once the train did run away 
and was smashed, killing the trainmen. 
It is a freight road, not usually taking 
passengers. 


Ilere was the first successful experi- 


ment of hauling logs by rail upon a 
large scale in New England, and upon 
Ibis road was used the first patent gear- 
ed locomotive for mountain climbing 
in tbe east. 


Tho school is another unique feature 


The schoolhou&e was built in 1892 by 
the two companies who operate here, 
and tbe teacher is paid by a contribu- 
tion from each workman of 10 cents a 
month. This is taken from each man's 
wages each pay day, and is enough to 
pay for about 35 weeks of school a year. 


This territory Was granted to Richard 


Batchelder by tho state of Massachu- 
tctts about 100 years ago. 


Forty years ago G. A. Hastings of 


Bethel and D. R. Hastings of Fryeburg 
bought 20,000 acres here, practically 
the whole region. In 1891 they sold the 
right of way through their territory, 
tho mill site at the village and 20 acres 
to the Wild River Lumber company of 
Island Pond, Vt. This company pur- 
chased at the same time 40,000 acres of 
timber in Bean's purchase, just across 
the New Hampshire line. 


They put in tho big steam mill, store, 


most of the houses, the electric system, 
water system, sewers, etc. They cut 
their timber at Bean's purchase and 
haul it by rail to their steam mill here, 
which saws 65,000 feet a day when run 
to ita full capacity. 


Carl Storrs may bo termed the father 


of the settlement, as he holds every 
public office so satisfactorily that no 
other man has been thought of in con- 
nection with the positions. 


Ho is tho company'a agent, bookkeep- 


er, paymaster, trial justice, postmaster, 
police, etc.—Boston Globe.

Thus it fol- 
lows that the dictionary (rightly used 
and comprehended) is the most inter- 
esting of all books, save perhaps the 
Bible.

His thirst for paint 


jrows with indulgence, and he soon 
comes to feel wretched unless he has a 
brush in his hand. 


Among private painters there exists a 


strange and morbid unwillingness to al- 
low a particle of paint to be wasted. 
The man who buys a pound can of blue 
paint with which to paint a table, and 
finds that after the work is done he has 
a quarter of a pound of (iaint left, in- 
stantly tries to find some other article 
of furniture on which to use it 


Thus he is constantly led on from one 


article of furniture to another and re- 
duces himself to poverty, madness and 
despair. 


The story of a man who was once a 


respectable and worthy ratepayer of an 
adjoining municipality presents a fear- 
ful illustration of the misery caused bj 
private painting The man in question 
was induced by an indiscreet friend to 
buy a pound of red paint with which to 
paint a small dog kennel. Without re- 
flecting upon the danger to which every- 
one exposes himself who takes the un- 
hallowed brush in his hand, this man 
painted the dog kennel, and with the 
quarter of a, pound that was left under 
took to paint the bathtub, in order, as 
he told himself, that the paint should 
not be wasted. 


He found that when the bathtub was 


not more than half painted his supply 
of paint was exhausted, and he there- 
fore bought another can. 
With this he 


finished the bathtub and had this time 
three-quarters of a ponnd left. 


It was. of course, impossible for him 


to allow so much paint to be wasted 
and accordingly he began to paint the 
six kitchen chairs 
There was enougl 


paint for five chairs only, and the 
wretched man saw that he could not 
help buying a third pound, nearly all or 
which was left after the sixth chair was 
finished.

For Anchor*. 


One of the queer occupations of man 


kind is that of dragging for lost anchors 
It is carried on in bays and ri.vers. and 
even in the open sea along the coast 
Several sloops and schooners are engag- 
ed almost exclusively in this pursuit 
The hunters are as familiar with the 
ground where anchors are to be found 
as fishermen are with the favorite 
haunts of the living inhabitants of the 
sea. 


The matter of fishing for lost anchors 


is most wimple. A chain is. let down in 
a loop long enough to drag along the 
bottom, and the vessel goes on lier way. 
•with all hands on board alert fora bite, 
and a bite nsnally ends in a catch. 


The recovered anchors are generally 


sold again sit a price of about 5 cents a 
pound, which is a penny nnder the 
market price for new anchors. A big 
anchor will weigh 6.000 pounds, to 
that the fishermen make $250 out of it 
More often, however, the anchors fished 
op weigh from 1,000 to 2.000 ponnda
